Durinc the year ending June 30, 1903, the value 
of goods imported from Mexico amounted to $4I1,- 
| 313,711; while, on the other hand, she purchased from 
our merchants $42,257,106 worth. According to the 
latest available Mexican statistics, about 60 per cent 
| of the total value of goods imported by that country 
in the fiscal year 1902 came from the United States, 
as compared with a little over 55 per cent in 1890. 
Of. the goods exported from Mexico, we took about 
80 per cent in 1902 and about 68 per cent in 1890. 
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TRaAbDE, our bright Detroit contemporary, prints the 
following instructive story: 

“Ten years ago a Plymouth farmer put an X mark 
on a silver dollar and spent it with a merchant. Be- 
fore the year was out he got the marked dollar back 
again for poultry and spent it again with a Plymouth 
merchant. Four times in six years that dollar came 
home to him for produce, and three other times he 
heard of it in the pockets of his neighbors. The last 
time he got it in change, nearly four years ago, he 
sent it to a Chicago mail order house that had amassed 
a hundred million dollars by selling third-rate goods 

. at second-rate prices. He has not seen that dollar 
since, and never will until the crack of doom. That 
dollar will never pay any more school or road tax for 
him, never build up the town or country, never bless 
and brighten the home of his neighbors. He sent it 
entirely out of its circle of usefulness to him.” 











THE great advances that have been made in the de- 
velopment of the automobile are shown to a marked 
degree by the interest which manufacturers are taking 
in the endurance test which started Oct. 7. Forty ma- 
chines were entered to make a run of some 800 
miles from New York to Pittsburgh, via Buffalo and 
Cleveland. This is not to be a race or a test of relative 
speed, but is to be an endurance contest. The number 
of stops for repairs, either to the mechanism of the 
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car or its tires, is to be the principal factor in deciding 
the winner. Eight days are to be used up on the trip, 
and there will be a careful record kept of the showing 
of each car for the entire time. One interesting point 
is the rigid examination which is to be made of all 
breaks. To obtain the highest mark a machine running 
at fourteen miles an hour must be brought to an abso- 
lute standstill within eighteen feet. If cars comply 
with that restriction it would certainly be fair to argue 
that for them a speed of fourteen miles an hour on 
public streets is well within the safety limit, for there 
are few horse-drawn vehicles running at even half that 
speed that could be stopped within as short a distance 
as eighteen feet.. The great future of the automobile 
lies in the production of a machine that is thoroughly 
reliable for road use at moderate rates of speed. These 
endurance tests encourage the development of cars 
along such lines and are therefore of material advan- 
tage to the manufacturers. 








From the customs report for the fiscal 
year just ended it is learned that our far- 
eastern possessions, the Philippines, 
are prospering financially. The islanders have now 
succeeded in turning the trade balance that was against 
them into their own favor. They are buying consid- 
erably less goods abroad and selling abroad much 
more of their domestic products than formerly. Ex- 
clusive of coin and United States Government stores 
the imports of merchandise to the archipelago for the 
past year were $33,166,407 in value; for the fiscal year 
1902 they were $33,420,080—a decrease of $253,673 
for the past year. As to exports the figures for 1902 
were $24,733,887 and for 1903 they disclose a value of 
$33,896,587—an increase of $8,862,700 in Philippines’ 
foreign trade in one year. From a balance of trade 
against the islands in 1902 aggregating $8,686,193 the 
scales have so turned in a single year that the balance 
was shiftea to $530,180 in favor of the Philippines in 
1903. 

When it comes to distribution of the trade that the 
Philippines place with foreign countries it is found 
that, while the percentage of imports from the United 
States was 12 in 1902, it had risen to 12.3 in 1903. 
During 1902 the percentage of exports to the United 
States was 31.8. In 1903 it was 41.4. In other words, 
our percentage of the entire sales to foreign countries 
made by the islanders was about 10 per cent greater 
last year than in the year previous, but the Philippines 
increased the percentage of the goods bought from 
the United States by only three-tenths of 1 per cent. 

Perhaps we ought not to complain if we hold our 
own in this matter of percentage of the Philippines’ 
foreign trade that comes to us. As a matter of fact, 
the islands’ total trade with the United States for the 
fiscal year 1902-3 was $6,065,017 greater than that for 
1901-2. And the percentage of imports and exports 
from and to the United States in the grand total was 
20.4 in 1902 and 26.9 in 1903. 

Still, the Philippines’ foreign-trade situation is this: 
Of all the orders for foreign merchandise placed by 
them in the year just closed 87.7 per cent went to other 
countries than the United States, leaving us only 12.3 
We should have more.

Van- 
rensslaer is the boy who is getting all kinds of joy 
from the money Clampchisel rolled up by sorting tacks 
Saturday nights or writing longhand letters on Sun- 
day that could just as well have waited over a day. 

[ hope that the spirit form of Clampchisel isn’t 
around to see Vanrensslaer make ducks and drakes 
out of the money earned by all those ingeniously earned 
“extra fives.” That would be torture worse than being 
pitched into a brimstone bath, and Clampchisel wasn’t 
a bad fellow. He was honest, kind to his family and 
all that, but I will wager a silk hat that “Bad” Brown, 
“Hungry” Jones and “Stiletto” Smith, now doing time 
in the Joliet penitentiary at hard labor have more recre- 
ation in the few holidays allowed them in a year than 
Ebenezer Clampchisel, honorable and leading citizen 
and successful merchant, ever enjoyed in his life. 

Why keep your nose on the grindstone? Everyone, 
even the successful hardware man, needs some recrea- 
tion. The amount of money the average hardware 
dealer would lose in a year’s time by shortening his 
houts of lgbor is not a tenth of what he imagines it 
would be, either.

Asout a fortnight ago yellow journalism played 
peek-a-boo with our corn crop. Now it was whisked 
off the face of the earth, only to reappear untouched 
the next moment. 

Dismal predictions, interspersed with radiant op- 
timism certainly acted as a serious menace to business. 

Why unnecessarily alarm merchants throughout this 
section just when fall trade prospects were looking the 
brightest by publishing hit and miss reports as to the 
crops having gone to the demnition bow wows here, 
there and everywhere? It has invariably happened 
that after the crops in a certain section are reported to 
have sustained great damage, sober second thought dis- 
closes that they have practically escaped unscathed. 
In the meantime, however, the papers have succeeded 
in paralyzing trade, and business halts when it should 
be brisk. 

It is an unfortunate thing that the gifted editors 
on the daily press are not business men. If they were 
they would realize that any merchant who enjoys any 
great amount of success is apt to get into his cyclone 
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cellar when he sees a commercial storm ahead. It is 
but rational conservatism for the dealer to cancel or- 
ders and postpone buying if the corn crops in his sec- 
tion are going to fail. He cannot sell to people who 
have not the wherewithal to buy, and if farmers can- 
not buy it is going to be close sledding for him. 

But where we have one season of poor crops we 
have ten of newspaper frosts and typographical storms. 
A rainstorm is enough to turn a newspaper into a 
modernized Cassandra. A hailstorm makes the aver- 
age journal a hysterical harbinger of starvation and 
desolation, and a slight early frost hurls the country 
to perdition at once. 

If all that our dailies predicted for us turned out 
thusly we might just as well commit suicide as try to 
live through it.

Female labor notoriously 
brings a lower market price than male labor, and of 
course inexperienced young girls get the minimum fe- 
male wage. Employing the cheapest labor to handle the 
cheapest goods is the policy of these mail order houses. 
The department stores follow the same line. A young 
woman employed in The Fair, Chicago, in September, 
1902, informed me last July that of 25 girls employed 
in the department she was in at that time not one was 
to be found there now. Some had been discharged 
for incompetency, some had been married, some had 


secured better positions, some had quit because worn 


‘out by the hard work, and others because they found 


the work irksome, and another bunch of the cheapest 
help on the market had been taken on to fill their 
places. 

The department store and catalogue house are a 
detriment to their customers by passing off flimsy and 
unsubstantial goods. 

They are a detriment to their competitors, the legiti- 
mate retail stores, by giving them cheap and nasty 
competition seconds against firsts, shoddy against 
wool, etc., their lying advertisements trying to make 
out that their second-rate goods are first class. 

They are a detriment to all who must toil for a liv- 
ing by their steadily cheapening of the labor market. 

They are a detriment to the manufacturer by cheap 


ening his goods and forcing down his profits.

The accompanying illustration shows a recent win- 
dow display of G. T. Mueller, Columbus, Wis., hard- 
ware dealer, which caused much comment. Carl Muel- 
ler, who designed this window, used only articles

carried in stock by this concern. The extreme back- 
ground was formed of stove oil cloth patterns. Then 
a fort was formed of Devoe paint in quart and pound 
sizes with fork ferrules and wooden faucets protrud- 
ing as guns. A very good imitation of the sea was 
made of crumpled sea green tissue paper with cotton 
for foam. The hull was made of galvanized iron, with 
turrets on the side made of jelly molds, and a step 
was formed of a strip of brass leading to the water 
line. Two and three-inch corrugated conductor pipe 
with fighting tops of tin pans formed masts, two four- 
inch pipes with black cotton for smokestacks, pudding 
pans and mouse traps with twelve-gallon shotgun 
shells were used for fore and aft turrets. The super- 
structure of the ship was formed of boxes of tw@lye- 
gallon shells and .22 shorts, surmounted by sqtiare 


tins. Wire coat and hat hooks were used to serve as 
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davits for life boats of nutmeg graters, hung over the 
side of ship. Ladders and rail were made of strips 
of galvanized wire netting. Three-eighths inch cycle 
balls were piled up in imitation of cannon balls. The 
various guns and cannon were ferrules, faucets, large 
casters and shotgun shells, and the anchor a ceiling 
hook on a brass chain.

jw much set he is getting on his saw. The under 
andle has been made the movable handle, thus doing 
yay with the wobbling of the sawset and minimizing 
e motion, thus preventing the accidental breaking of 
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any of the saw teeth. The gauge screw regulating the 
width of set is firmly secured in any desired position 
by means of a lock nut. This is a great improvement, 
as in the past the wearing loose of the gauge screw 
has caused a great deal of annoyance and inconve- 
nience to the operator. The whole sawset has been 
somewhat shortened and the graceful contour of the 
previous models has been preserved. The encasing 
of the plunger prevents the dust and dirt from ac- 
cumulating and clogging up the spring, and presents 
a more handsome appearance. 

The action is similar to the No. 95 sawset. The 
operator simply has to know the number of points to 
the. inch of his saw, turn the revolving anvil to the 
corresponding figure, and set the gauge screw as de- 
sired, in general just enough to permit the saw to go 
through easily. Then it is a case of simply going down 
one side of the saw, setting the alternate teeth, then 
reserving the saw and setting the other teeth in the 
opposite way.

John R. Taylor, Little Falls, N. Y., secretary of the 
New York Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
sends out a circular, dated Oct. 7, urging all dealers in 
the state to affiliate with the organization. Attention 
is called to the abuses which so generally prevail in the 
trade, many of which might be corrected, or at least 
mitigated, by concert of action and better understand- 
ing between the merchants. The growing competi- 
tion of catalogue houses and department stores is also 
pointed out. Particular attention is, however, invited 
to the Parcels Post bill, which will come up again be- 
fore Congress at its next session. Through the influ- 
ence of the National Association this bill was pigeon- 
holed at the last session, but its backers will make an- 
other fight for its adoption next winter. The circular 
dwells with emphasis on these interferences with trade 
and points out that correction and protection can only 
be secured through the united action and co-operation 
of merchants as presented in the state association.

A striking 
feature of these announcements is their appeal to the 
intelligence of the reader. Some stove manufacturers 
shriek “Best,” “Finest,” etc., in talking to the public, 
but would sooner think of starting off for the north 
pole than of mentioning an article with so technical- 
sounding a name as “Hinged Top” or a “Controller 
Damper” in a public advertisement. We believe that 
the policy of the Joliet Stove Works is a good one in 
this matter. They avoid being too technical and 
deluging the outside world with a maze of shop talk, 
but at the same time their talk has just enough techni- 
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cal “tang” to render it interesting and out of the ordi 
nary run of commonplace advertising. In our opinion 
this kind of advertising is a distinct help to the dealer 
in making sales. When Mr. Kajones and his estimable 
helpmeet call at the dealer’s store and look at a Moore’s 
steel range, while he trots out its talking points they 
will anticipate his business story by saying a word 
for the hinged top just on account of the advertise- 
ment; that’s human nature. Whereas where the 
dealer has simply filled his advertisement up with 
nauseous and unmeaning superlatives, the consumer 
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is not apt to be so strongly impressed with any par- 
ticular feature of the goods in question. 

We may be wrofg, but we must confess a liking for 
the human touch in these advertisements. A steel 
range with a woman bending over same is more apt 
to attract attention than a mere steel range, provided, 
of course, that the woman appears attractive, and we 
take our hats off to the womanly woman who admires 
the Joliet Stove Works’ advertising. 

The typographical display in these advertisements is 
pleasing. The dealer using them should instruct his 
printer to use the same type for the signature as that 
used in the words “Moore’s Stoves Always Please.”

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The daily papers have reported here and there sev- 
eral meetings of manufacturers of pig iron, held with 
the alleged object of curtailing the manufacture of 
pig iron. 

Aside from the question of veracity of the reports, 
it is a well-known fact that furnacemen are all facing 
practically the same problems and if such meetings 
were held they certainly have been of a defensive rather 
than an offensive one. 

The price of Southern No. 2 foundry or No. 2 soft 
is practically $11.00 per ton Birmingham basis. 

The decline from $11.50 to $11.00 was contested 
with much greater warmth than the step from $12.00 
to $11.50. 

As foreshadowing a probable further decline, rumor 
has it that sales are being made at $10.75, and even as 
low as $10.50 Birmingham basis, for standard grades 
of No. 2 foundry and No. 2 soft. 

The Northern situation is practically unchanged. 

The volume of business placed during the past week 
was fairly good and probably in excess of that of the 
preceding week. 

No transactions notable on account of size or prices 
are reported. 

Coke is in fairly good demand and prices well main- 
tained. 


BILLETS. 


Buying has been fair this week, mostly in small lots. 
A Western consumer bought 1,000 tons of Bessemer 
billets at the official price. We quote Bessemer billets, 
$28; forging, $32, carload lots, Chicago delivery. 
Forging billets out of store, $1.60 to $1.70 per 100 
‘ pounds. 


BARS. 


The buying this week has been mostly in small quan- 
tities, though of fair numbers. Demand for both iron 
and steel bars remains about the same.

The demand for yope has been good up to within a 
week or two, this being the season when purchases 
from manufacturers are likely to show a falling off. 
In consequence the market shows some irregularity 
in prices. Some makers are asking 12 cents for first- 
quality Manila rope, but for large and desirable orders 
are shading this price from 4% to ¥% cent per pound. 
Quotations of 11% and 11 cents have also been made, 
but these prices are exceptional and are not representa- 
tive of the general market for pure Manila rope. Sec- 
ond-quality Manila is quoted at 10% to 11 cents, made 
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to order. A general quotation for pure sisal appears 
to be 9 cents, while for mixed sisal quotations range 
from 8 to 8% cents per pound. All these quotations 


are on the basis of 7-16 inch diameter and larger.
